Sir —Will you kindly grant me a small space in your columns to givethe advan- 
tage of your widely extended publicity to a really honest and well-intentioned effort

thing unknown. Nor was London, until quite recently, quite free from this reproach. 
There are a large body of Jews who profess profound admiration for those who are 
courageousenough to confess that they have a preference for keeping intact the obser- 
vances which are enjoined upon them and are indigenous to their race. When 


they are asked why it is that their admiration never goes further than mere appro- 


bation ?—they generally reply :—that they cannot feasonably be expected to put up 

with the discomforts and disadvantages incident to its practice by those who have 

no domestic arrangements of their own. Itis the aim of the promoters of this 

restaurant to show that Kosher food is not incomoatible with comfort and good 

cookery, and to remove, entirely, this excuse from those who permit their conviction.

Thee annual distribution of prizes to the pupils attonding the Board Schools in 
Old Castle Street; Whitechapel, took place on Thursday the 23rd June, under the 
presidency of Mr. kh.

The CHAIRMAN in opening the proceedings said that he had been peculiarly 
interested in the progress of that school—firstly, because it wasthe very firat of their 
London Board schools, and secondly, because the Board had to meet the fact that in 
the district the population was almost entirely composed of persona of the Jewish 
persuasion, The Board had felt: great difficulty in placing a school there, because it 
was known that the Jewa were peculiarly attached to their own achoola and their 
own forms and it was feared they might meet with great opposition from the 
Jewish schools in the neighbourhood. He was happy to say that oa account of the 


excellent spirit: which bad prevailed onthe part of that denomination—and he might 


also add on the part of the School Board—they had been able to arrange matters so 
that they had not injured the schools on the spot, and at the same time this achool 
had flourished by itself. He need not refer to etatisties, but they all knew the great 
Jewish school in the neighbourhood was, if not the finest, one of the finest volun- 


tary schools in the kingdom, it received the largest grant and was, perhaps, the | 


most efficient of any, and it was, therefore, satisfacto:y to the members of the School 
Board that that school was by no means iujured by what they had done, On the 
other hand, the Jews inthe neighbourhood had shown confidence in the London 
Scnool Board, feeling that their denominational views would not be disregarded by 
the Board, nor. would any attempt be made to alienate them from their coreligionista, 
This confidence had been secured through the appointment of a Jewish headmaster 
(Mr. A. Levy) who had brought the schoo! to a sigh stats of efficiency, 

Mr. Levy, the Headmaster, read a letter from Sir Moses Montefiore, enclosing a 
cheque for £5 which had beeti expendel ia the parchase of books. Another letter 
whieh the venerable baronet had sent to Mr. F Mocatta (who was to distribute 
the prizes) contained a further cheque for £5, with the request that Mr. Mocatta 
shou!d present it to the b st boy in the school, Mr. Mocattsa sagplemonte td this gift 
by a donation of #5 for the best girl, Other prizes were presented by Me Mocatta, 
Sic Julian Goldsmid, Mr. Morria Oppenheim and Mr. Ade Mattos Mocatta. The

Sir JULIAN GoLpsMip having been called upon to address the meeting, expressed

Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID said : I shall not touch on the duties’of your President by 


giving vou asketch of the history of the Association during the past year ; at the 


kame time there are a few facts contained in the Report, which is a document of 
wide and genera! interest, to which I will briefly refer in moving its adoption.

You all know that a deputation waited on Earl Gran. ille, but I do not thi: k that all 
are aware that not only fora time but for good has the persecution in Southern 
Russia terminated —( Loud cheers)—and that the Governors in Southern Russia who 
are those who have encouraged the persecution, er at.all events, who have allowed 
persecutors to escape with impunity. have been warned by the prompt action of the 
civilized wor'd, and will be more careful in the future. (Renewed. cheers.) This 
stepping in forthe protection of the weak and persecuted is a justification for the 
existence of this Association, but there is another reason for its existence, that to which 
IT have called attention on previous occasions, namely, that this As-ociation has become 
a bond, which is binding the Jews together in all parts of the civilized world. Every 
year we are able to record that we have larger accessions of numbers supporting us, 
and‘that we bave corresponding accessions of. strength in all parts of the globe. 
(Hear, hear.) For myself I believe that the more active the Jews are in vindicating 
our religious principles and in looking after our oppressed brethren in all parts of 
the world, the more do we gain the esteem of our fellow countryman. I have never 


~ found that cur honest vindication of the rights of those who believe in the faith we 


profess lost us the esteem of others. We have a striking illustration of ‘this in the 
career of that great statesman (the Earl of Beaconsfield) who owed his birth to an 
iiiustrious Jewish family. IT know that no one did more in the course of a long life 
than he did to remove prejudices against eur race.'becanse (not through his own 
fault. but from circumstances which he could control), although he professed 
and belleved in another religion, he was proud to own what the Jewish faith had 
done for him and fer the world, and, moreover, he took every possible opportunity of 
vindicating the Jewish cause when there were such great differen¢es of opinion as to 
the advisability of. admitting the Jews to parliament. (Applause.) For these 
reasons Tthink that at this annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association the 
fact should be mentioned how couscious we are of the lo«s that our brethren have 
rustained by the death of so eminent a statesman. (Hear, hear.) On many occa- 
Fions we have had discussions with regarito the action of this Association, and I 
believe Gn some occasions that these discussions have been ill-timed, but’ on no 
eceasion would it be more ill-timed than at present. Those who are here to-day, 
attached members'to the Jewish body. will, I am sure, say nothing that shal! break 
in on that sa utary rule—a house. divided against itself will not get the respect of: 
outsiders, We bave differences of Opinion, and it is right that those differences should 
be discussed » but there are two occasions when they should not be brought forward; 
first, when we have met in public as to-day, to talk over the events of the year and 
to explain to the outside public what we have been abls to do on behalf of the 
Jewish people ; secondly, when there exists astrong feeling of prejudice on the 
Continent against the Jews, That feeling is alive now ; consequently. when oppres- 
Fon is now dead, we should show an united front at the annual meeting: of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. (Cheers.) I beg to move tae adoption of the report. 

Mr. Lovis Davis, President of the Montreal branch, seconded the motion, and 
in doing so referred to the work af the Association in Canada. ° There were he said 
three active and flourishing branches now established in the Dominion at Hamilton.

appeared in the daily papers have shown you the practical form which Jewish 
sympathy took for their suffering coreligionists. (Hear, hear.) We mast not 
however, be led away with the idea that we have achieved all that is to be done ; we 
be careful to show the world that between the Jews there is absolute unity, (Cheers) 
One symptom of disunion, one symptom of jealousy—though it may be for a ¢ 
cause—destroys the power we have and weakens our cause. This feeling, jg jt 
exists, will leak out. and we defeat our cause by arming opponents with weapons 
against ourselves—by permitting them to say that we are not united. I do not say that 
disunion exists, but I deprecate the idea that if is possible that it should exist, | will 
turn for afew moments to the caso of Mr, Lewisohn. I congratulate the Anglo. 
Jewish Association that Mr. Lewisohn placed his case in our hands, I, as the 
humble representative of this Association in Parliament, have done, -and am endea. 
vouring to do all in my power. (Hear, hear.) The case of Mr. Lewisohn represents 
a maxim in our law—not the Jewish law but the law of England—that private 
injury is a public wrong. Tue private injury done to Mr. Lewisohn did not injure 
him only as an individual, it was an injury first to the whole race of which he is 
member, and secondly it was an injury to the nation which protects him. (Cheers.) 
It would be an unfortunate day if the principle were established thata man, because he 
does not profess the religion ofthe country in which he istravellng, isto be denied that 
protection to which, as the subject of a great nation, he is fairly entitled. Although 
as arale 1 carefully avoid political matters on these occasions, [ am bound to-day to 
refer toan article contained in the Scvtsan.one of the principal journals of this country, 
in a leading article the writer attempts to draw a parallel between the case of Mr, 
Lewisobn and another case before Parliament, and suggests that the President of 


the Anglo-Jewish Association had acted inconsistently. I take this opportunity, 


without expressing avy opinion which in the slightest degree should move the suscep. 
tibilities of anyone, to say that there is not the slightest parallel between the two 
cases. In the one case there may be forms in connection with the constitution of the 
country which must be got over ; but in the other lies the principle that a man 
should not be persecuted because of his creed, and that he should not be deprived of 
the rights of citizenship because the faith which he professes is not that of the 
majority. I trust that notwithstanding the vast amount of work still before Par. 
liament, I shall have the opportunity of bringing Mr. Lewisohn’s case before 
the House of Commons, and I feel sure that when the case is fairly stated in the 
House the current of public opinion will run strongly in his favour, and that 
Russia will learn through the mouth of Liberal and Constitutional England that 
she cannot exclude a man from her dominions simply because he has the privilege of 
being a Jew. (App ause.) There are many other points requiring notice, but I 
shall not go into them, as the report in your hands is drawn up with care and skill, 
and gives you all necessary information. Iam glad to be able to inform yon that 
the position of the Jews in Morocco has improved. Here again the utility of this 
Association was shown, For yearsthe Association has laboured to remove the terriole 
disabilities under which our brethren in Morocco lived, and we may now congratu- 
late ourselves that better times are dawning in that direction. (Hear, hear.) With 
regard to education, I have only to refer you to the report to show you how widely 
spread our educational work is now. If we wish to do good among the Jews gene- 
raily, we must not wait for occasions when we can remove grievances, we must press 
forward the work of education everywhere, and by so doing we shall disarm our 
enemies of one of their principal weapons azainst us. We often hear it said that 
the reason why the Jews in Russia and elsewhere are persecuted is because they live 
in such crass ignorance that they cannot be treated as part of the general popula- 
tion. I cannot say if itis true or not; but it is the duty of an association like this to 
do all in ‘its power to promote the spread of education, to afford the advantage that 
we enjoy. and 89 deprive our persecutors of one of the weapons of which they have 
too many. (Hear, hear.) One great sign of the vitality of this Association is to be 
found in its branches. Weare the parent tree; we have thrown our roots down- 
wards and have taken a firm hold of the soi’, and moreover we are In a position now 
to say that our branches are spreading out far and wide. Everywhere we hear of 
the creation of new branches, and our Secretary is generally able to tell us that 
they are flourixhing. We have now branches in every part of the dominions 
of the Queen, and the advantages to the Association are so evident that I must say 
something on the subject. This Association was commenced ten years ago under Dr. 
Beni-ch, aud has so taken root that nothing now can affect it, and that is, I take It, 
sufficient proot that it is for the advantage of the Jewish race. This Association 8 
essentially a Jewish Association, and is essentially one which revives in the present 
all the traditions of the past. For ages it has been impossible for Jews to unite ; on 
account of the restrictive laws which existed throughout the world it was impossidle 
for them to co-operate to show that they were gifted with intelligence equal to other 
nations. They were restricted and confined, and their views could only circulate 
amongst themselves. But a better period -has arrived, all old prejudices are being 
swept away, and I hope we shall live long enough to see the last of them. (Hear, 
hear). -An Association which removes prejudices shows what can be done by intel: 
ligence and unity in action. This Association is a benefit not only to is members 
but’ to the whole race; it proves to our friends that we are worthy of their 


| friendship, and it proves to our enemies. that there is no argument against the 


Jewish race except it be an argument that emanates from ignorance and bigouy. 
(Applause). The Report before you records what has. been done educationally

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‘of Deputies also the community owed a debt of gratitude for stepping outside of 
their constitution and taking action in foreign matters. But the time came when 
it was felt that some body with a wider scope of action should be brought into 
existence. After referring to the inception by the late Dr. Benisch of the Anglo- 


religious antipathies, but that was not the case with regard to persecutions in 


- Roumania, Servia,and Russia. They owed their origin mainly to commercial and 


social jealousies. This was especially so in Southern Russia where the Jews were 
hated by the peasantry because they were in the hands of an inferior class of Jews 
who lent them money ata high rate of interest. The state of affairs in this respect 
was unfortunate, and this Association should do all in its power to infuse a manlier 
spirit in the Jews résiding in those parts, and to stir up among the wealthier 
classes that which did not seem at present to exist, the feeling that something was 
due from them to their humbler brethren, A sense of duty must be stirred up, if 
necessary by shame, in the minds of those who held aloof from their poor and 
humble brethren. If that was done the position of the. Jews generally in those 
parts would be improved. In the matter of education he advocated modern instead 


of obsolete learning. Teach them. the language of their country, He said teach 


them trades by which livelihoods can be gained; teach them what a horrible thing 
it is to be money-lenders ; that that miserable calling was a degradation and a 
curse: to the Jewish name; teach them that it is forbidden by our Law—that a 
man who takes a mean, heartless advantage of the needs of another and takes from 
him cent, per cent., isa wretch that should be scorned from all civilized society. 


(Hear, hear.) Teach them to feel this, and to see that these are among, if not the 


chief, causes of their persecutions; that this is why they are hated and in South- 
Eastern Russia that the peasantry dislike them, not because they are Jews, but 
because they are scourges to these men. [| Dissent and applause. A Vorce: No, 
that is not true.] The learned Serjeant added: It is a known fact that the poor 
wretched Jews in those parts, having no means of earning their livelihood, became 
money-lenders ; in that way they got men into their power, and though tnat power 
may be lawfully used, according to the law of the land, the calling inspires oppro- 
brium and repugnance. Like it or not the truth must be spoken, and I will not 
shrink from speaking it. (Cheers.) Money-lending and usury is a course ot life 
most hateful and abominable, and the sooner we make these unfortunate Jews 
understand this and fit the people for something better, the sooner we shall release 
them from the oppression of which they now complain, while we shall remove an 
infamous stigma from the Jewish name and from which honourable men have to 
suffer. (Cheers ) | 

Mr. F. D. MocAtTA, in seconding the motion, expressed himself unable to agree 
with all the remarks which had fallen from the hon. and learned Serjeant. Whilst 


recognizing that the moral of the speech was good, there were circumstances to be- 


considered before such severe and sweeping denunciations should be indulged in. 
Russian Jews entered into ignoble occupations because the choice was between that 
and death by starvation. They lent money to the cultivators of the soil on but poor 
security, and unless they did so lend their capital, a great deal of the country would 
be entirely unproductive. When the Jews had fair play they roon put on one side 
euch grovelling trades and, as ia France and England, took leading positions in the 
highest professions. Referring to the invited immigration to Spain, the speaker 
would not rejoice too much over it until there was fu:ther confirmation of the report. 
If the report were true, then he thought it woulu bea good thing for Jews and a good 
thing for Spain. 
Serjeant Simon, M.P., complained that he had been misunderstood. Whilst he 
denounced money-lending as a traffic. he had explained how it came to be taken up 
and almost spologised for the Jews who followed it. by referring to the restrictions 
which prevented them from en;;aging in other and more honourable pursuits, 

The motion was then carried by acclamation.

Professor MARKS then addressed his pupils, pointing out the nature of Confir- 


mation and distinguishing between. the mere form which was secondary aud 


tubordinate and the instruction which had preveded the ceremony which was 
primary and essential. The stage through which his youthfal hearers had just 
passed was an elementary one. What they were then was the result of combined 
agencies of which home’influense had been the chief factor. Bat they were now to 


pass into wider circles than that of their home, where their horizon would gracually . 
extend as they were brought more in contact with the outer world, They had, 


therefore, arrived at a critical period of life; they were young, e»ger and coufident, 


-. but quite unfit to be their own suides, Their knowleoge was such only as had come > 
within the limited sphere of theirown observation Of the reality of knowledge they — 
 possesred little, and of experience still less. Yet it was certain that the thoughts, 


habits and dispositions which they would imbibe during the next few years would 
stamp and determine the whole of their future. It was clear that they needed 


“tristworthy guides to direct them amidst the difficulties and t*mptations which 
beret the path of the inexperienced and unwary, and to no better guides could he 


_ commend them than those they would find in the law of God, in the law of conscie.uce, 
and in parental superintendence and control. After having dwelt separately on 


¢ach of these three guides, the speaker exhorted the children with respect 

to the Jewis: duty of augmenting the range of their powers and capacities | 
and of endeavouring to rise to the level of the increasing and increaved knowieige | 
of the age. He forcibly illustrated the advantage of cultivating the pleasure of the. 

intellect in youth, and gave them salutary advice with respect to the books which | 


they should read. He spoke with great emphasis of the love and practice of truth, 
which he described as the finest flower which grows in the gardeuof the heart, and 
a8 the very first virtue of the moral type. After referring to the active duties that 
awaited the lads who had been confirmed, in professional or induscrial life, and 
having exhorted the girls to rival the other sex in every branch of intellectual 


Culture, but at the same time to remember that the chief field for their exertions 
was at home, Professor Marks brought his highly impressive address to a conclusion

JEWISH MIDDLE CLASS SCHOOLS. | 


On Thursday, the 23rd ult., the new buildings of the Jewish Middle Class School 
for Girls in Chenies Street, Bedford Square, were dedicated by the Reva, A, L, Green 
and A. Lowy. Owing tothe incomplete state of the premises, which will not be_ 
finished for another two or three months, the ceremony was of a private character, 
hese included Sir 
Julian Goldsmid, Bart.. Dr. Maurice Davis, Messrs. H. Beddington, H. Bentwitch, 

Davis and Emanuel (the architects of the building), F. G. Henriques, and Walter 

Josephs, Mr. and Mrs, F, D. Mocatta, the Misses Flora and Emma Goldsmid, and 

The ceremony was of a simple and brief character, and consisted of Psalms 127 
and 100, andthe delivery of an address by the Rev. A. L. Green, and of the offering 
up of a prayer by the Rev. A. Lowy. Mr. Green in the course of his address empha- 
sised the importance of the event which had called them together—the inaugura- 
tion of a Jewish school where religion would be taught in an intelligent manner, 
and in which the traditions of the Jewish race would be preserved, He further re- 
ferred to the introduction of normal schools for the Jewish poor as long as 2,000 
years ago, and said he was of opinion that if such schools were required at so remote 
an age, there was atill greater need for them at the present day, The community 
might perbaps do without singing ministers, and perhaps even without preachers, 
but they could not da without Jewish schools, for it was a mistake to imagine that 
Jewish parents fulfilled their duty by sending thir children te undenominational 
schools, After dwelling on the immense importance which the education of Jewish 
women exercised on the future of the Jewish community, and on the maintenance 
of that spirit of religion which had outiived all persecution, Mr. Green referred to 
the influence which the benevolent interest of the Baroness de Rothachild had on 
the snecess of the Jews’ Free School and he pointed out that a beneficial inflaence 
had been exerted in favour of the Jewish Middle Class Schools by Mi-s Isabel Gold- 
emid who, mindful of the lessons she had learnt in her father’s home, had devoted 
her wealth towards the erectien of that school. Mr. Green concluded by asking the 
Visitors to join his reverend colleague in praying for the prosperity of the ifstitu- 
tion: -The Rev. A. Lowy then offered up the following, prayer :— 

Our merciful Father in heaven, we fervently raise our prayers unto Thee who through Thy 
servant Moses hast announced uote the worshiping fsraelite: Inatl places where recoid My 
name [shalt come unto thee bless thee.’ Grant us Thy blessing, O Lord, at this ausph tous 
hour when we come to dedieate this building unto the Tatlowed purposes of evueation, and thto 
services Which Thou, O Lord, Nast set before us to teach ourchitdren tha’ they 
shall love rhee with all there heart, and all their soul, and with all thetr might.

Tur recent change in Joc1l and constitution of the Jews’ College will have 
drawn our readers’ attention to the communal interests which it represents. 
In our community, within the larger community of the English nation, we 
have a Foreign Office in the Anglo-Jewish Association, a Home Office in 
the Board of Veputies, a Court of Justice in the Beth Hamedrash, Guardians 
of the Poor in the Board of Guardians, and a Church Establishment in the 
United Synagogue. What function might the Jews’ College be expected to 
perform? The great academic seats of learning, the two great English 
Universities, present the only analogy in the larger life of England, an 
analogy which is rendered delusive, however, by the essentially secular 


character of University education. It is rather to the Universities before 


the abolition of tests, that we must seek for an analogue of Jews’ College 


and the place it ougnt to occupy in the community, ‘To provide a clergy . 
both cultared and erudite, to advance the cause of learning, to superintend - 


education, used to be the great aims of the Universities: they should form 
the raisons d’étre of the Jews’ College. We may shortly have occasion to 
speak of the first and third of these functions; we shall for the present 
confine ourselves to the relations of Jews’ College and the community 
generally to the advancement of Jewish literature, | 


A correspondence that has recently taken p'ace in these columns may 
form a fitting introduction to our remarks, In commenting on a challenge 


given by the Rev. A. -L. GakEN to the Rev. Mr. Lowe with regard to an 


old subject. of dispute—the Jewish view of atonement—we had remarked 
that the audience was prepared but that a speaker was wanting. We were 


~ referring more particularly to the absence of a reply by Mr. Lows, but. 


certainly gave our remarks in a more general form. For this we have been 


taken to task by several correspondents, who contend that it is rather an’ 
~ andience than a speaker that is wanting nowadays. They point to the 
scant attendance at the Meetings for the Study of Hebrew Literature and 
at Mr. Srrexs’s Talmud Classes as evincing a complete want of sympathy 
on the part of the Jewish public with everything connected with Hebrew. 
| Literature. _ The accusation is a sweeping one, and, if true, would offer us 

but. gloomy prospects for the future of E inglish Judaism, No religion has” 
such intimate connection with a national literathre as the Jewish, and a loss”

| It is probable that: our correspondents have been misled by iis aS 
high a standard of communal interest while forgetting the historic relations 
the Anglo- Jewish community. Compared with the congregations of 


Germany, it is possible that our Zeal in the canse of Jewish learning may 


appear somewhat lukewarm , though one hears by no means glowing accounts | 
of communal zeal in this direction from Germany. But is the comparison, 
tacit or avowed, a fair one? German Jews have behind them a long | 
tradition of Jewish literati who have shed lustre on the name of Jew, The - 
English community bas been formed by immigrations of Jews who have for 
the first two or three generations sought to attain commercial success and | 


have neglected more ideal aspirations. Again, the very condition of German 


and English society differs in this respect : = the former the “ Gelehrte” 
is honoured, in the latter the “literary man” is only just beginning to be 
 tokrated, It is not strange, therefore, that English Jews should be far 
behind their German brothers in and works on the 
ancestral literature, 


A fairer comparison would be to take the conition of the community 


} in this regard thirty or forty years ago and to contrast it with the present 
state of things. The complaint is made that the attendance at Mesars. 
Green and Spreus’ classes is quite inadequate, still there is some attend- 
| ance, whereas many years ago a similar society to thit. founded and so 
| ably conducted by the Rev. A, L. Green failed to find. an audience, though 
it was promoted by men such as Dr. Van Ovex, Mr. and Mr, 

| Lomiry Davis, The community was just as dependent on men of foreign 
| birth for scholarly productions as it can be said to be nowadays, ASHER, 


Duxks, Zwpver and Deurson were all foreigners | 


and one of* our correspondents has remarked, that the only religious 


work of any value published hitherto by a a of English. birth. has been 


the translation of the liturgy by Davip Levr. 


Compared then with a generation back, our case ‘does not seem 80 
desperate. And we cannot help thinking that there are signs of still 
greater promise. Our young men are beginning to write in the best — 
magazines on Jewish subjects, elementary manuals of great merit on Jewish 
history and religion have appeared within recent years, far greater attention 
is paid by the Jewish press to Jewish literature than formerly — an excellent 
test of its increasing popularity—and there are several gentlemen in our 
midst (we may be perhaps allowed to mention the Secretary of the United 
Synagogue as an example) who display an independent interest in the 
subject, although they have no professional connection with it. Looking 
to professional scholars, the Revs. A. L. Gioken and Dr, H. Apter may 
surely take rank with the scholars of former generations in England, while, | 
of younger men, the Revs. G. J. Morris Josarn, 8S. 
L. M. Simmonps, [, Harris, B. Beatiner, and Gotrancz have given 


signs of their proficiency. Taking account of these things, we may surely 
| claim that English Jews of the present day display as much interest in Jewish 


literature as our fathers did, if not more, 

To return for aimoment to tie attendance at Mr. Green's and Mr, 
Spiers’ classes it may be remarked tlrat in both cases the topics discussed 
are of a very abstruse nature and are scarcely of a character to attract any 


but students who have already made some progress in Jewish literature, 


Besides, as some of the most interesting results are published in our columns 
the necessity fer attendance is to some extent done away with, And above all 
the present ig more an nore of hank a far rathar cena uf he CluLles we 


prefer to read rather than to hear, All these circumstances would account 
- for the scanty attendance at these excellent and interesting lectures though 


we willingly allow that the community has by no means proved itself 


sufficiently sensible of the opportunities afforded by the reverend gentlemen, 


These lectures are for students, For the general Jowish public some- 
thing more elementary is required, It would be useless as a general rule 
to hear a lecture on Maimonides’s  Mishna Torah’ when the hearer was 
ignorant of the nature of the Mishna itself, And still more useless would 
be attendance on such a lecture when the hearer did not possess a thorough, 
if elementary, knowledge of Hebrew. The technical Hebrew terms of Jewish 
literature are so numerous that w ithout this knowledge any sound progress — 
is impossible, Just at present from a variety of causes these indispensable 


‘conditions of-the study of Jewish literature are wanting in our community, 
and strenuous efforts should be made, to remove these deficiencies before any — 
‘confident hope can be expressed that the interest of the community in such — 


subjects will become at once more acute and more intelligent, 


It is inthis direction chiefly that Jews’ College in its new career may | 
effect considerable improvement. From it are derived our teachers both i in 


| Hebrew and Hebrew literature. ‘And from it we may reasonably: expect, 

| elementary manuals on both sunjects that. ehall help the community to the 
| necessary knowledge to appreciate more advanced teaching. Anything issued ; 
under the supervision or with the imprimator of Dr. Farepanpen is cer- 
I tified for erudition and for orthodoxy. And what ‘is chiefly required jost at 

| present is a work at onee pleasing and accurate that shal inform’ us what 
_is the Talmud, the Midrash and Piyut, After this preliminary knowledge 
is gained the general public could be better fitted to understand and appre. : 
ciate the erudition and enthusiasm displayed by the Keys. A. L. 
and Sriexs. And finally we may expect from Jews’ College a more 


adequate instruction in elementary Hebrew than has hitherto been afforded 
to the Anglo-Jewish public. The evils of the mechanical system of teaching — 

Hebrew hitherto in yogue are too obvious to need dilating upon here; the © 
results speak for themselves. Hebrew is in reality not more difficult ‘hin = 


Greek or Latin, when properly taught, But where do we find a mastery 


over Hebrew such as is often possessed by schoolboys over Latin and Greek ? 


At best, a few prayers are remembered with a very dim appreciation of — 
their meaning, and not the slighte ‘st of their grammatical construction. 
this must be remedied, and we look to Jews’ College for the remedy. When 
once these difficulties have been surmounted, the community will then be in

A correspondence that has recently taken place in these columns may 
form a fitting introduction to our remarks, In commenting on a challenge 
given by the Rev. A. L. Gaken to the Rev. Mr. Lowe with regard to an 
old subject of dispute—the Jewish view of atonement—we had remarked 
that the audience was prepared but that a speaker was wanting. We were 


referring more particularly to the absence of a reply by Mr. Lowe, but 


certainly gave our remarks in a more general form. For. this we have been

history and religion have appeared within recent years, far greater attention 
is paid by the Jewish press to Jewish literature than formerly — an excellent 
test of its increasing popularity—and there are several gentlemen in our 


‘midst (we may be perhaps allowed to mention the Secretary of the United 


Synagogue as an example) who display an independent interest in the 
subject, although they have no professional. connection with it. Looking 
to professional scholars, the Revs. A. L. Gisgen and Dr. H. Avier may 
surely take rank with the scholars of former generations in Nagland, while, 
of younger men, the Revs. G. J. Emancet, Morris Jossru,

Square, was held on Monday last. The large room in which the proceedings took 
' place was thronged by an assembly representing all grades of the Jewish commu-_ 


nity in the metropolis, Sir Barrow. Extuis, K.C.8.1., Chairman of the Council 
(wearing the Star of India), presided, and amongst the other visitors were the Hon.

The Rey, Dr. Hermann ADLER then offered up the following prayer :— 


Almighty God! Sovercvign of the universe! We are assembled here to implore Thy blessing 
pon our faboura. Mav Thy loving kindness be upon us and establish Thou the work of our hands, 
yea, the work of our hands establish Thou it. .We are impressed by the truth that except Thou 
build the house they labour in vain that build it: except Thou keep it the watchman waketh but ia 
vain. Do Thou tasé this house under Thy protection so that no evil befall it.- Kep it from all 
harm, all danger, all profanation Vouchsafe Thy blessing unto this institution, unto the teachers 
and thetaught. Sustain the Principal and those who labour with him in their arduous task to 
mouli the inteHects and guide the minds of those entrusted to their care. Thou endowest man 
with knowledge, fll, we beseech Thee, the miads of the pupilk of this college with the spirit of 
understanding and of diligence that they may hearken heart and soul to the lessons of their 
teachers, Enlighten their eyes that they may study ardently Thy wondrous laws unfolded in the 
bor keof nature and of history, that they. may search the records and works of the great and good 
and wise that have lived before us. And may the words of Thy law be dear to them above ail, 


‘May they feel it to be their life's duty to search Thy law and to eagerly scan and devoutly reflect 


with love and reverence upon the words of wisdom bequeathed to us-by our teachers of old. May 
they go forth from this institatien fired wilh the consciousness that the task assigned to 
them is holy, to preach Thy precepts with earnestness and power, with, faithfulness and 
foarlesenesa, to enkyndle within the hearts of young and old a deep and absorbing attachment 
to our faith. And may they be themselves the living ensamples of the truths they teach, worthy 
messer gers of Thee, U Lord of Hosts, showing ‘to the world how culture of the heart and mind, 
true enlizhtenment, and genuine refinement, should ever go hand in hand with ptous devotion to 
our ancestral religion. God of the Spirits of all flesh! Thou inxpirest every good resolve that glows 
in-our hearts. Sehd Thy ight and Thy truth unto the managers of this Institution, that they may 
administer its affairs with a single-minded view to its welfare. May it please Thee to bestow Thy 
blesing upon all those who have aided our efforts by their counsel and their substance. May they 
fcel that the are accomplishihg a work pleasing to Thee in helping to train ministers and teachers 
worthy of our faith and race, O Lord, our God! Be with us as: Thou hast been with our fathers. 
Po not leave or forsake us, that we may not swerve in our allegiance to Thee! Speed the time 
foretold by the mouth of Thy prophets, when the dark mists of strife and prejudice and hatred will 
be scattered by the light of understanding, when the earth will be full of the Knowledge of Thee as 
the waters cover the sea, when Thou wilt teach to all the people a pure language, that they may call 
upou Thy Name and serve Thee with one consent, Ament!

(whe wrote thap he was constantly impressing on colonial correspondents the neces-

then continued to observe that when an institution had been at work for a period of 
twenty years, a favourable opportunity arose to consider whether that institution 
had been successful or not. He believed all present would concur with him in the 
opinion that Jews’ College had done good work in the past, and that there was every 
prospect of its doing stull more in the future, The modified constitution of the College 
which had been adopted last year had had as its sequel the removal of the institution 
to ite new Jécal, He need hardly tell those who knew the old premises in Finsbury 
Sjuare, that the two would hardly bear comparison, In fact they were totally unfit 
ty be the a/ma mater of gentlemen who were being educated to become ministers of 
religion. The managers owed to his friend, Mr, Charles Samuel, the acquisition of

A heavy expense, reaching to nearly €3,000, had been ineurred in 
the acquisition and alteration of the house, and to meet that outlay the managers 
required the practical support of the community, Amongst other special contribu- 
tions that had been received he might mention that the Council of the United Syna- 


 gogue had given a grant of £100 to the Building Fund in addition to their annual 


subvention of £200,and Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild had likewise given £200 for 
the same object, It only remained for him to say that the Council of the College and 


the community owed much to Dr, Friedlinder, the talented Principal, and he hoped 


that before they had done with that gentlemon they would owe him still more. An 
interesting feature in connection with the proceedings of that evening would be the 
presentation of a testimonal to Dr, Friedlander on the part. of his present and old 
pupils, amongst the latter being ministers who were not only a credit to their own 
congregation, but would be an ornament to anyreligion, Sir Barrow Ellis concluded 


by thanking the Rey. Dr, H. Adler, Mr, Hast and his choir for the services they had

In the first place it was a positive fact that within the last six or eight years the 


- Jewish religion had attracted more and more the notice of Christians. Twenty-five 


years ago it would have been almost impossible to obtain an article on Jewish 
literature inserted in any of the great English periodicals, yet they all’ knew 
how few-years had elapsed since a brilliant article on the Talmud had appeared in 
the Quarterly Review, and had attracted the lively attention of Christians, It was 
an absolute necessity that the Jewish clergy should be well educated, and 
thoroughly acquainted with the great Jewish writings and what was contained in | 
them, for it should be borne in mind that in the past some of the most learned 
Jews, one of the latest examples of which was Moses Mendelssohn, were amongst 
the greatest philosophers of the age. The second ground was in consequence of the 
fact that jthe Jews themselves had become educated, and the more they became ‘so, 


-.the more they wonld require an educated clergy. At the present day they required 


good sermons, and he was glad to say that. they got. them, In the third place, the 
last two or three years had-warned the Jews that their increasing power, their infin. 


ence, and their wealth had excited envy and aroused animosity in several qnarters. 


It was thus a duty to educate both ourselves and the Jewish clergy, in order that 


those who reviled the Jewa might see that they were in the wrong. In conclusion, 
Mr. Cohen observed: I have said enough, and only wish to impress this one senti- 
ment upon you. “If we really care in our hearts for the truth, beauty and simplicity 
of our,religion, if we are resolved to cling to it and determined to make our children 
cling to that religion in which our fathers and grandfathers lived and believed, 
then we must take care that at the present advanced age of civilization, when so 
many dangerous materialistic ideas are being advanced, we educate our clergy in 
such a way as to enable them to impart our religious truths in the most eloquent 
language at their command, and to dissipate those harassing doubts from which no 
thinking man or woman can hope altogether to escape. (Cheers). 

The Rey. S. SINGER addressing the Principal of the College, Dr. Friedlander, 


and alluding to his arrival in England seventeen years ago to fill the post formerly 


held by the lamented Rev. Barnett Abrahams, said that Dr. Friedliinder had not 
been in London many days, he might say hours, before he had won the hearts of all 
his pupils. They, and he (the speaker) was proud to include himself amongst them. 
thought that they had found in him a profound scholar. a man who loyed his work, 
who taught nothing which he did not believe, but who believed everything he 
taught his pupils. They soon came to the conclusion that he could neither have an ‘ 
unkind thought or do an unkind act, and in fact they found in hima true and a 
faithful friend. His pupils held the same opinion still, but what was then a belief 
had now become an article of faith, and in order to give Dr. Friedlander a slight but 
tangible proof of the affection in which he was held, his former and present pupils 
formed a committee of which he ( Mr. Singer) was appointed Chairman, the Rey, 
John Chapman, Treasurer, and the Rev. J. Polack, and subsequently Mr, Hermany J, 
Cohen, Honorary Secretary. As the result of the action of that Committee he 
would ask Dr. Friedlinder to accept a case of. silver and an escritoire, as an expres- 
sion of the gratitude and affection entertained for him by his pupils.

Dr. FRIEDLANDER, who was received with prolonged applause, after humorously 
referring to his unsuccessful attempts to defeat the kind intentions of his pupils to 
present him with a testimonial, said that however unwilling he might have been to 
accept it, the presentation had been so gracefully done that he had no other course 
but to yield. There was no doubt that Mr, Singer’s words were genuine and 
sincere, but he asked were they as well deserved? (Cries of‘ ‘ Yes.”) He him- 
self would hesitate to answer in the affirmative. He disclaimed having done 
anything deserving of such high praise. He had only done his duty to the best of 
his ability and in accord with the dictates of -his conscience, in trying to lead his 
pupils tow religivus and virtuous life, and to inspire them with a desire for learning 
and culture. Much of the success attained by his former pupils was due to the 
earnest labours of his friend, Dr. Hermann Adler, much was due to that most popular 
of teachers, Mr. Singer, but above all much was due to the pupils themselves.

For this great manifestation of generous feeling all well 
disposed Russians-are deeply grateful, the more so, as being deprived of all political bias, it has

Sir,—1 should be wanting in that manly spirit which Mr. Serjeant Simon is 
‘so anxious to ‘infuse into my race” and in duty to my immediate community if | 
permitted the damaging statement of the learned Serjeant made at the meeting of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association on Sunday last in reference to the Russian Jews, and 
to which currency has been given, to pass unchallenged. . 

He attributes, according to the summarized reports of his speech in some 
of the morning papers, the crying wrongs under which my brethren have so long 


suffered in Russia—the logical results of political and social ostracism—to their. 


gceneral rapacity and to the crime of usury in particular. He traces their moral 
obliquity to the—to him—patent and reprehensible neglect of the poor by their 
richer brethren, who are selfishly heedless of the education of the masses, 

Mr. Serjeant Simon has been strangely imposed upon by some prejudiced 
informant. ‘The Russian Jews, even the poorest, receive and profit by an education 
Immensely in advance of the other native and mixed populations. ‘The Jewish 
poor. of, Russia speak, not, certainly, with the accuracy of the best instructed, 
Russian, Polish, and Judeo-German. French is taught in their schools, and they 
know Hebrew almost as a mother-tongue. They have several journals published 
in the sacred language, and written in the most classic stylé and on the most 
erudite. subjects. Nor are they kept ignorant of politics. Alb that may be 
translated into Hebrew by the Press laws 4s circulated week by week, and a Jewish 
newspaper filled with the news of the world is to be found inthe homes of the 
poorest and least educated. Education is a passion among all classes. No sacrifice 
is too great for the Jews of Russia to make in the sacred cause of learning. Here, 
as elsewhere, the wealthy Jews lavish fabulous sums, urged thereto by the spirit 

of their religion, in the maintenance of their publie schools; and the poorest. of 
the poor deny themselves almost the necessaries of life to keep their children at 
school. ‘Iam not alluding now to the rabbinical seminaries, in which. Talmudieal 
literature has naturally a high consideration, but to normal schools. And the 
result of this splendid support by the rich of the numerous edueational centres is 
just what might be anticipated ; it fits the poorest of my gifted race in Russia 
to compete with the most favoured classes, and to distance altogether the less 
cultured. 

The Jews, therefore, suffer from the cross fires of the two batteries—the 
jealousy of the rich and the envy of the poor. My brethren are far from ignoble, 
nor, as a rule, are their pursuits in any way ignoble. They are degraded, it is 
true, but not demoralised. On the contrary, they are immeasurably superior to 

their surroundings. They are industrious, thrifty, sober, and intelligent. ‘They 
become by sheer moral force of character the compeers of all, the masters of their 
employers, and the patrons of their would-be betters. | . 


‘They keep, among other stores, spirit shops, not, of course, so gorgeous and 


inviting as the gin palaces of England, nor so numerous as those which reflect the 
brewers’ interest in the Houses of Parliament; and, yet, withal, they never get 

drunk nor become brutalised, sins 

forgotton by the Seraskier. 


But they deal in money, too. Of course they do. A few out of the three 
millions of Jews in Russia and Russian Poland, to our regret, are stated to be 
usurers. ‘They are, if so created by the necessities of the peasantry. They are, 
in fact, the only people of the class to whom a peasant can turn, and the reason 
why is this—their own kith and kin and creed will not lend them a single rouble 
_to save them from starvation. In this, history repeats itself. . Shakespeare’s 
‘Antonio was the saint of the Rialto, and, he hating as he did Shakespeare's 
‘Shylock, was still obliged to borrow from him—none. else. would trust him, and 
Shakespeare knew what he wrote about.. Now, if these peasants just manumitted 
from Russian serfdom are occasionally excited against their Jewish creditors by 
either wily fanatics, astute Nihilists, or penniless unter oficier, and are taught how 
they can indulge their brutality and get rid of their debts atone and the same 


time, one can scareely be surprised. “The veneered Tartar soon gets rid of his 
French polish. . 1 do not say that all my poor brethren in Russia or elsewhere are |

advent of an industrious and intelligent race would add to the present prospects 


of the future prosperity of the country.’ 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily elegraph says that intelligence 
has been received from Madrid to the effect that tue invitation offered by the 
Spanish. Government to the Jews who are fleeing from Russia is most sincere. 
An obstacle is, however, presented by the fact. that Clause 11 of the Spanish 
Constitction forbids the public exercise ef any worship that is not Catholic. In

Tre or TuE Jews TO Spain.—At the New West End Synagogre the 
Rev. S. singer preached on Sabbath jast from the text taken from the portion of 
the day, Numb. xiii. 8 ; “Ifthe Lord delight in us he will bring us into that 
land.” No one, the preac her remarked, who had a feeling heart for his natiou's 
past, and a hopeful soul for ite fatare, ‘could have learnt without emotion that 
there wae a good prospect of the grievous in justice committed by Spaic agaist 
our race being soon redressed, Tne King of Spain, educated in a country where 
freedom of religious belief hai passed out of the region of discussiun, was said 
to be deeply impressed with the duty of repairing the wrong done by his 
ancestors. ‘Lhe mere enlightened amoug bis eubjects could not care to peér- 
petuate acrme which inthcted as much loss and disgrace opon the perpetrators 
as pain upon the victims; audthe plea was not likely to be urged much longer 
that “Spain was not yet ripe fer the return of the Jews.” If the Lord 
delighted in them and they went again into that land, they would do so not by 
the aid of the sword, but by the force of those prince iples that are mightier than 
physical weapons, through the triumph hof that spirit of and Justice 
which might be thwaried for a time, but in the end must prev ail. The preacher 
gave a brief sketch of the history of the Jews in Spain, showing how the 
extremes of pro eperity and adversity had there been experienced by them, and 
quoting Abarbanel’s account of the last days spent by the Jews on Spanieh soil 
be fore their expulsion, The action of those scrrow-laden days was now appa- 
rently to be rewersed. Exactly four hundred years afcer the establishment of 
the court of the Inquisition in Spain, the people agatust whom it watnly 
directed ita baneful iuflaence and whoin it sought to exterminate by every 
means forbidden by Ged and reprobated by an bonest conscience, were about to 
return to the laud that had tnhospitably cast them forth. If one asked what 
bai meanwhie come of the Inquisition, the answer might be given io the words 
of thowe very rabbins who were once the chief objects of its wrath and contempt : 
“Every organ'zatioo that hath not an aim pleasing to Goi shall perish aad its 
work aithit.’ Thecountry, too, that permitted the expulsion of hundreds of thou- 
sands of ita worthet inhabitants b adpaid the penalty of ite sip. The moral that 
was painted by the story of the decline and corruption of Spaiu could not be mis- 
taken. Hlere was an extraordinary and highly suggestive succession of even's: 
The last day allowed to the Jews to remain on Spa.ush soil expired on the 2ud 
of August, 1492. The next morning, with break of day, the little fleet started 
from Palos uoder the command of Chnstopher Columbus, that gave us another 
Continent. Bat the same epiit that dictated the persecution of the Jews accom- 
panied the Spaniards across the ocean and yaad them in their treatment of 
Other subject races. What bad happeued ? f all the natjons on this bemt- 


‘ephere, Spain bad lost the most, had rained the least, by its own discovery. 


Was it too wuch to say that it had by its own act forfeited all its privileges ths 
day before that immcrial achievement was undertaken? However, there were 
no people quicker In forgi-ing injuries than the Jews Now that, io spite of 
many an lntercupt ion the cause of jJustic Was advancing, they would 
especially try to think less of the wrong done them in former days than of the 
right dove in our own. Should the Lord delight in as aad bring ue into the 
laud which our ancestors left with a sorrowiog heart, might we recall only the 
happier half of the oft- — oft-fulfilled prophetic utterance : ‘* Tuey that
